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INTRODUCTION 


Since the establishment of the Bureau of Statistics in August 1957, it has 
been the practice to publish a new edition of the Abstract of Statistics every year 
bringing the data up-to-date. The Abstract of Statistics, 1960-61 is the fourth 
issue in the series. It presents a factual and integrated picture of the achievement 
under the important heads of economic and social] development. This issue has 
been enlarged by including the latest information relating to population, livestock, 
agricultural implements, jails and municipal elections, 1961..A new section on the 
Five Year Plans and a detailed Progress Report of the Second Five Year Plan 
has also been incorporated. The appendix contains revised and up.to-date notes 
on certain subjects of interest like judicial system, administration of communes, 
system of registration of births and deaths and a few important taxes in the state. 


2. The period to which the data included in this issue relate varies with 
the nature of the subject. Generally, the data have been presented for the financial 
year 1960-61 or calendar year 1960. Statistics relating to agriculture and co-ope- 
ration are given for the year July to June. 


3. The figures including the totals have been rounded off neglecting less 
than half and taking half and more than half as one. Wherever a total differs 
from the sum of individual figures, the difference, except where otherwise stated, 
may be taken to be due to such rounding. 


4. The valuable co-operation of the Departmental Officials, the Mayors of 
the Communes and members of the public for assisting in the collection of the data 
that are appearing in this issue is gratefully acknowledged. 


5. Although this publication is brought out by an office of the Government 
of Pondicherry, the Government is in no way responsible for the view expressed 
therein. 


6. Suggestions for the improvement of this publication will be gratefuty 
accepted.

Statistics relating to rainfall, temperature and relative humidity are 
presented in this section. 


Tables 2.1 to 2.5: These tables show the annual and seasonwise 
rainfall in Pondicherry, Karaikal, Mahe and Yanam for the years 1930-51 to 
1960-61 (June to May). The data have been compiled from the monthly 
returns received from the Public Works Department, Pondicherry. For 
seasonwise rainfall, the year has been divided into 4 periods; South West 
Monsoon (June to September); North East Monsoon (October to December); 
Winter (January to February) and Hot weather (March to May). Normal 
rainfall is the simple arithmetic average of data for 20 years 1930-50 (June- 
May). Figures have been given in millimetres and inches. 


Table 2.6: This table gives the maximum, minimum and mean tempe- 
rature at Pondicherry for the years 1954 to 1960. Figures are given in 
degrees Fahrenheit and Centigrade. Data regarding relative humidity have 
also been included in the table.

In most of the states, the mouthly cultivation accounts maintained by 
the Karnams (Revenue Department) form the basis of agricultural statistics. 
Such accounts are not now maintained in this State. However, at the instance 
of the Bureau of Statistics, the Revenue Department asked the Karnams to 
furnish data in the forms prescribed by the Ministry of Food and Agriculture, 
Directorate of Economics and Statistics. The entire State has been surveyed. 
The extent of wet land, dry land and poramboke are available. There are 
30 Karnams in the Revenue Department. The jurisdiction of each Karnam is 
about 6 square miles. Since monthly cultivation accounts are not maintained, 
each Karnam supplied some rough estimates for his circle. Based on these 
returns, the data have been compiled by the Bureau of Statistics. Obviously, 
therefore, collection of agricultural statistics in this State is not satisfactory, 


Figures given in this section relate to land utilisation, area irrigated by 
different sources, crop acreage and agricultural production for the years 
1956-57, 1957-58, 1938-59 and 1939-60 (July to June). For the year 1959-60, 
fizures for each settlement have been given. Crop calendar giving sowing, 
harvesting and peak-marketing period for principal’ crops, size of land 
holdings by ownership, information regarding number of livestock and agri- 
cultural machinery according to. livestock census, 1961 and veterinary “aid 
statistics are also included. 


Table 4.1: This table is devoted to land utilisation statistics. Generally, 
the standard definitions of the categories of land adopted in this table are 
those recommended by the Ministry of Food and Agriculture, Directorate of 
Economics and Statistics. 


Table 4.2 shows data relating to net area under irrigation according to 
modes of irrigation, area irrigated with crops more than once during the 
year being counted once only. Area irrigated by spring-channels, ponds 
etc., are included in ‘other sources * 


Table 4.3: This table gives data regarding area under irrigation accord- 
ing to cropwise distribution. Irrigated area sown with crops more than 
ouce during the year is counted as separate area for each crop. 
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Table 4.4; This table furnishes information regarding area under all 


crops. Total area under crops irrigated and unirrigated is included in this 
table. 


Table 4.5 gives data relating to the production of principal crops in this 
state. Production of each crop has been worked out separately for each 
settlement on the basis of the estimates of yield per hectare furnished by 
the Karnams:

8. LOCAL BODIES 


Pondicherry State comprises of four setilements namely Pondicherry, 
Karaikal, Mahe and Yanam. Each settlement is divided into communes; 
8 in Pondicherry, 6 in Karaikal and one each in Mahe and Yanam. Kach 
commune comprising of a group of villages, is being administered by a 
municipal council under the leadership of a Mayor. The municipalities 
(Mairies) in this state are neither municipal councils nor major panchayats 
as understood in the rest of India. A note on the working of municipalities 
is given in Appendix. 


Table 8.1: This table presents the summary of all the municipalities 
for the calendar years 1955, 1956, 1957, 1958 and 1959. Total receipts are 
classified into ordinary and extraordinary and total expenditure into compul- 
sory, facultative, supplementary and extraordinary. 


Table 8.2: This table gives total receipts and expenditure of each 
municipality by communes for the calendar years 1955, 1956, 1957, 1958 and 
1959. 


Ordinary Receipts; Revenue from the municipal properties, conces- 
sions granted by the state government on certain taxes, stall rents collected 
in the markets, slaughter houses etc., parking duties in public squares and 
roads, toll fees, fees charged for the issue of birth, death and marriage 
certificates etc., constitute ordinary receipts. 


Extraordinary receipts: Grants, subsidies and loans from the govern- 
ment are included in this category. 


Compulsory expenditure: Expenses on general administration, tax 
collection, health, census and graveyards come under this category. 


Facultative expenditure: Expenses on public works, police, pond, 
supervision of markets etc., constitute facultative expenditure. 


Extraordinary expenditure: Expenses met out of grants and subsidies 
from the state government for undertaking certain works are included in 
this category. 


Supplementary expenditure; Expenses inet from the supplementary 
budget of the municipality come under this category.

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10. PRICES 


Wholesale and retail prices are collected every Friday from Pondi- 
cherry market. In the case of wholesale prices, 80 quotations are collected 
for 43 commodities and in the case of retail prices, 68 quotations for 50 
commodities. The wholesale prices are secondary prices and the quotations 
relate to the modal price i. e., the price at which most of the transactions 
take place. They relate to the actual transactions; nominal quotations are 
being avoided. There is no sales tax in this state. 


Table 10.1 gives wholesale prices (averages of weekly quotations) in 
Pondicherry for the years 1958 to 1960 and monthly figures from January to 
December 1960. Wholesale prices are in rupees per quintal (or 100 kg. or 
2.67923 standard maunds of 82 2/7 lbs.) except where otherwise stated. 


Table 10.2 gives retail prices (averages of weekly quotations) in 
Pondicherry for the years 1958 to 1960 and monthly figures from January to 
December 1960. Retail prices are given for local units. 
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11. CO-OPERATION 


The Madras Co-operative Societies Act 1932 (VI of 1982) was extended 
to Pondicherry State in 1955. The data presented in this section give an idea 
of progress achieved under co-operation. The data are given for six years 
from 1956 co 196] and give position as on 30th June of each year. Societies 
are classified into 2 main categories: credit and non-credit societies. Figures 
for the year ending 30th June 1961 are provisional. 


Table 1).1 gives information regarding progress in co-operation in 
general namely the total number of societies, members, working capital ete. 
Working capital is the sum of share capital paid up, deposits, loans, reserve 
and other funds. It also gives the average working capital per head of 
population.

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12, LABOUR AND EMPLOYMENT 


This section presents data relating to employment in public and pri- 
vate sectors, data relating to employment exchange, and wages paid to 
agricultural and skilled labourers. 


Tables 12.1 to 12.3 present resnlis of the census of government 
employees. All the employees working in the oftices of the Pondicherry state 
Government and its industrial and commercial undertakings have been included. 
For this census those who are on the pay rolls of the establishment have 
been taken as regular staff. The staff paid from contingencies, work charged 
personnel, and those employed on daily wages have been classified as non- 
regular staff, Casual daily rated labour employed for less than a month and 
contractors’ labour have not been included. The ex-French employees whose 
pay scales start with a minimum of Rs. 300 or more have been taken as gazet- 
ted officers. Those who have been confirmed and hold substantively the post 
against which they are shown, on the date of census have been taken as 
permanent. Permanent employees though working temporarily or officiating 
in any temporary post on the date of census, have also been taken as per- 
manent. All those who are not confirmed and do not hold substantively any 
post on the date of census have been taken as temporary. Persons appointed 
in leave arrangements and temporary employees officiating in permanent 
posts have been shown as temporary. Basic pay includes personal or special 
pay if any, but excludes dearness and other allowances. 


Table 12.4 gives the number of labourers employed in the textile in- 
dustry by age group and sex. Table 12.5 furnishes information relating to 
labour employed in various shifts and departments in respect of textile in- 
dustry. Average number of working days, spindles run in per shift and 
looms worked per shift are also included. Figures have been extracted from 
the “Indian Textile Industry Statistical Bulletin’, issued by the Office of the 
Textile Commissioner, Bombay. 


Tables 12.6 to 12.9 give the number of trade unions and their member- 
ship, the number of industrial disputes, industrial accidents and the compen- 
sation paid for industrial accidents. The figures presented in these tables 
are tentative. 
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Tables 12.10 and 12.11 relate to the number of employees in co-opera- 
tive societies and the wages and salaries paid to them respectively. 


Table 12.12; This table gives daily wage rates for each category of 
agricultural and skilled workers. Figures are averages of fortnightly data 
being collected. Cash equivalent of wages given in kind has been taken into 
account in working out the daily wages paid. Data have been furnished by 
the Project Executive Officer, Villianur, the primary reporting agency being 
the village level worker. 


There 1s only one employment exchange in this state located in Pondi- 
cherry town. Table 12.13 shows the number of registrations and placements 
effected by the Pondicherry employment exchange. 


Table 12.14 relates to the progress of live register of the employment 
exchange and output of educational institutions. 


Tables 12.15 and 12.16 relate to occupational distribution of applicants 
on the live register still seeking employment assistance from employment 
exchange. 


Table 12.17 gives distribution of applicants on the live register still 
seeking employment assistance from employment exchange according to 
educational qualifications. 


Tables 12.18 and 12.19 show the progress of employment in the Public 
and Private Sectors respectively. The data have been collected under the 
Employment Marketing Intelligence Scheme.

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13. INDUSTRY 


This section deals with industrial production of some of the important 
industries of this state, namely, cotton textiles, sugar, vegetable oils, oil 
cakes, matches and country spirits. 


Tables 13.1 to 13.3 give statistical data relating to cotton textiles 
which have been taken from the Indian Textile Industry — Statistical Bulletin 
issued by the Textile Commissioner, Ministry of Commerce and Industry. 
Table 18.1 gives the number of spindles and looms installed. Tables 18.2 and 
18.8 include data relating to production of cotton yarn and cloth respectivety. 


The New Horizon Sugar Mill, Ariyur, went into production during 
September 1960. Table 13.4 gives the monthly production of sugar. 


The data relating to production of vegetable oils and oil-cakes are 
being collected only from the mills which are power driven situated in 
Pondicherry settlement. The data have been compiled from the monthly 
returns received from these mills and are presented in table 13.5. |

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19. COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 


This section gives achievements under the community development 
programme in respect of each block. On 3lst March 1961 there were 34 blocks 
in the state, Pondicherry — a double block — Karaikal block and Mahe — 
half-a-block. These blocks cover 95% of total area of the state, 97% of 
villages and 87% of population. 


Pondicherry Block; — The National Exiension Service block was 
inaugurated in Pondicherry settlement in May 1955 with its headquarters at 
Villianur. It is a double block with one administrative unit, covering an area 
of 287.5 square kilometres (111 square miles) with a population of 2,18,152. 
It consists of the entire Pondicherry settlement excluding Pondicherry town. 
This block was converted into a community development block from October 
1957 six months ahead of the usual tenure of three years, because of its good 
progress. Since 2nd October, 1960 it is a stage IT block. 


Karaikal block; — The National Extension Service block in Karaikal 
was inaugurated in October, 1956 with its headquarters at Thirunallar. This 
block constitutes the entire Karaikal settlement including Karaikal town, 
covering an area of 160.6 square kilometres (62 square miles) with a total 
population of 83,986. With eftect from April, 1958 due to revision in the 
community development programme it is treated as stage I block. 


Mahe block: — The pre-extension block at Mahe was inaugurated on 
Ist April 1459. [tis only half-a-block, with its headquarters at Palloor. This 
block covers the entire Mahe settlement with an area and population of 10.4 
square kilometres (4 square miles) and 19,478 respectively. This block 
became stage I block from April 1960. 


Table 19.1 shows the staff position as on 31st March 1961. 


Table 19.2 gives the number of blocks allotted, area, population and 
main villages covered by these development blocks. 


Tables 19,3 to 19:5 give particulars on government expenditure and 
people’s contribution by major heads upto 81st March 1961 since the incep- 
tion of the programme. 


Table 19.6 gives the physical achievement in block areas during the 
first and second plan periods. 


Block-wise figures have also been incorporated in tables 19.1 and 
19.3 to 19.6.

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SECOND FIVE YEAR PLAN — PROGRESS REPORT 


The State of Pondicherry consisting of four settlements, namely Pondi- 
cherry, Karaikal, Mahe and Yanam, merged ‘de facto’ with India on the Ist 
November, 1954. Naturally this State was not in the picture when the First 
Five Year Plan was formulated. But immediately after ‘de facto’ transfer, it 
was tightly felt that this State also should get. started in fulfilling the functions 
of a welfare State and so the benefits of the First Five Year Plan were forth- 
with cxtended to this State. As a first step, some radical changes in the organi- 
sational set up were effected. New offices for dealing with agriculture, industry, 
fisheries, co-operation etc., were set up and the other cxisting departments were 
expanded and reorganised to meet the needs of the State. However, as the merger 
took place only at the fag end of the First Five Year Plan period no spectacular 
results could be achieved. However, about Rs. 50 lakhs were spent on the 
various plan schemes. 


The total outlay for the Second Five Year Plan was originally fixed at 
Rs. 476.50 lakhs. The allotment was made on a liberal scale because the State 
could not take sufficient benefit during the first plan period. But later on, it was 
noticed that at the time of the formulation of the Second Plan, the requirements 
and needs of the administration had not been visualised with precision and it 
appeared that the plan provided for more outlay than was required under certain 
heads. It was then that the question of reappraisal of the plan was taken up. 
On the advice and suggestions of the Planning Commission, the total outlay of 
Rs, 476.50 lakhs was subsequently pruned to Rs, 414.27 lakhs.

The actual expenditure during the first two years of the plan was much lower, 
but thereafter the rate of expenditure progressively increased from year to year. 
The shortfall in expenditure in the initial stages was mainly due to the shortage 
of building materials, especially iron and stecl, paucity of technical personnel, 
administrative bottlenecks like delay in land acquisition proceedings and delay in 
the receipt of sanction from the appropriate authorities etc. Active steps were 
taken by this Administration to raise the tempo of expenditure during the last 
two years of the plan period. The expenditure during the last year of Plan was 
more than the total expenditure incurred during the first two years of the Plan. 


It would be noted that the expenditure works out to 71.19 per cent of 
the original outlay. The expenditure in respect of 4 Sectors has been more than 
90% of the original outlay, in the case of Agriculture and Community Deve- 
lopment the expenditure being 98.61%, lrigation and Power 97.31%, Industry 
91.45% and Transport and Communications 95.99%. The shortfall in Social 
Services and Miscellaneous has been to a considerable degree, the expenditure 
being 44.96% and 51.02% of the original outlay respectively. 
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I. AGRICULTURE AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 


Agriculture 


Agricultural programmes were accorded the pride of place in the economy 
of this State. This was indeed a right Step taken by this Administration, consi- 
dering the fact that this State was deficit in food. ‘The deficit of rice alone 
has been estimated at about 8,000 tons per annum. The object of the pro- 
gramme was to intensify production efforts especially in the matter of food 
grains with a view to ensuring self-sufficiency in food. Increase in agricultural 
production was planned to be achieved by wider use of manure, fertilizer and 
improved sceds, by adopting new and bettcr methods of cultivation and by pro- 
viding greater irrigation facilities. As additional help to the agriculturists, schemes 
were drawn up to market the produced goods through Co-operative Societies and to 
tun farms for purposes of Seed multiplication. 


A sum of Rs. 13.42 lakhs was earmarked under the head, ‘ Agricultural 
Production’, of which Rs. 11.49 lakhs or 85.62% of the outlay was spent. 
About 230 thousand maunds of chemical fertilizers, 8,700 maunds of improved 
paddy seeds, 5,700 iron and bose ploughs and 17,600 maunds of pesticides were 
distributed to the agriculturists. 9,600 compost pits were dug. It is estimated 
that the agricultural production of the State went up by about 30% during the 
Plan period. 


There has been considerable shortfall under Minor Irrigation. Out of 
Rs. 18.38 lakhs allotted originally, only Rs. 4.66 lakhs could be spent. There 
is not much scope to extend the existing sources for minor irrigation, So the 
shortfall was anticipated when reappraisal of the Plan was taken up. The original 
outlay was therefore reduced to Rs. 4.94 lakhs. An ayacut of about 55,000 
acres was stabilised by improving the existing tanks, channels, wells etc. 


Animal Husbandry 


In this State where the economy is predominantly agricultural, the role 
that livestock have to play is indeed important. Before ‘de facto’ transfer, the 
Department of Animal Husbandry was a branch of the Medical Department. It 
was only after ‘de facto’ transfer that sufficient attention was bestowed 
upon the improvemeut of the vetcrinary department. As a first step, this de- 
partment began to function as a separate department under the name of Animal 
Husbandry Department. The object of Development programme in this field, 
which was initiated during the First Five Year Plan and continued under the Second 
Plan is twofold: (a) extension of curative and preventive facilities in respect 
of livestock products. Stress was also laid on cross-breeding in indigenous cattle. 
A sum of Rs. 6.62 lakhs was provided under this head of development and the 
expenditure was of the order of Rs. 5.67 lakhs. The slow progress of work under 
the schemes relating to cattle breeding was the main reason for the shortfall in 
expenditure. During the Second Plan period four new veterinary dispensaries and 
two mobile veterinary dispensaries were started to cater to the necds of the rural 
areas for protecting the cattle wealth, Four poultry units were started, one in 
each settlement. Two Key Village Centres with five units each were started for 
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promoting artificial insemination. Since the existing veterinary dispensary, Pon- 
dicherry, was very small, the same was expanded by providing additional facilities 
and accommodation for the treatment of animals. 40 rams and 19 bucks 
were purchased and supplied to deserving ryots on exchange basis to upgrade their 
local stock during the Second Five Year Plan period. 56 White Yorkshire 
Boars were purchased and supplied free to deserving pig owners to upgrade their 
stock. During the Second Five Year Plan, a sum of Rs. 5/- was also paid per 
boar per month as subsidy for the proper maintenance of them upto one year, 
1.e., for 12 months. 


Fisheries 


Development of Fisherics on an organised basis was undertaken in this State 
for the first time under the First Five Year Plan. ‘The need for the development 
of Fisheries was all the more felt in view of the fact that this is a maritime 
state. As a matter of fact, at the time of the reappraisal of the plan, the 
total plan outlay of Rs. 3.00 lakhs has been enhanced to Rs. 8.32 lakhs. Broadly, 
the development of fisheries in this State envisages (a) a sizeable increase in 
the production of fish through utilisation of available resources (b) an equitable 
distribution of fish by providing quick transport facilitics to fishermen for mar- 
keting their produce from distant fishing places to the consuming centres to the 
mutual advantage of both the consumer and the producer and (c) an increase in 
employment potentials and providing subsidiary source of income to the rural 
population of the State. ‘The actual expenditure during the plan period was 
of the order of Rs, 5.31 lakhs. 


Co-operation, Marketing and Warehousing 


Realising the significant and positive role of . co-operation in the context 
of planned economic action, a  systcmatic start was given to co-operative 
development under the Second Vive Year Plan. ‘The Plan envisages an inte- 
grated programme of co-operative development in various spheres such as credit 
and banking, supply and distribution. Its central objective isto ameliorate the 
indebted cultivators in the rural areas and the economically backward artisans in 
the urban and rural areas. A sum of Rs. 5.91 lakhs was allotted for co-opera- 
tion, warehousing and marketing during the Second Plan period, which was 
subsequently increased to Rs. 9.21 lakhs, But during the first two years of the 
plan period, no expenditure at all had been incurred. ‘This was due to the fact 
that for all the schemes, the necessary sanction was not forthcoming and 
steps for the implementation of the approved schemes could not be taken. 
However, the expenditure was fairly high in as much as a total expenditure of 
Rs. 7.59 lakhs was incurred. 


It was proposed to organise 15 arge sized co-operative societies during 
the Second Plan period. Later on accotding to the policy of the Government of 
India, the organisation of such societies was limited to 5 only. In order to 
overcome the difficulties ‘of the co-operative societies in securing credit in time 
from the banks in neighbouring states, a Co-operative Central Bank was started 
in the year 1958-59. In order to meet the long term credit needs of the 
agriculturists of this State, a land mortgage bank was started in 1960. Storing 
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and marketing of the produce is also one of the major problems of the agricul- 
turists. To meet this contingency, two marketing societics (one at Pondicherry 
and the other at Karaikal) have been started. Loans were given to the 
societies for construction of two godowns. In order to mect the need for trained 
personnel, 9 departmental candidates were sent for co-operative training in Madras 
and 2 were deputed to the Block. Level Co-operative Officers Training Centre, 
Hyderabad for training in extension work. In all 23 co-operative societies were 
started under plan schemes as against the target of 24. 


Community Development 


The Community Development programme has acquired so much momentum 
throughout the country that it is now commonly recognised as “A project of the 
people, by the people and for the people”. In fact, this programme aims at 
the rejuvenation of the rural life, embraces all aspects of devclopment and en- 
visages increase in production, employment and literacy,. besides improvement in 
other amenities of life. In this State, particularly, the Community Development 
ptogramme has been carried out with marked success —~ thanks to the enthusiastic 
response from the public. Encouraged by the success achieved, the original plan 
outlay of Rs. 12.50 lakhs was enhanced to Rs. 29.43 lakhs at the time of the 
reappraisal of the plan and the actual expenditure works out to Rs. 30.25 lakhs. 
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If. IRRIGATION AND POWER 


Irrigation 


The Vidur Reservoir scheme was the only scheme contemplated under 
this head. This is a joint venture with the Government of Madras. The 
share of the Pondicherry State was estimated at Rs. 22.50 lakhs. The scheme 
was taken up by the Madras Government and completed in January, 1960. The 
project is estimated to stabilise irrigation on an additional ayacut of 1000 acres 
in Pondicherry State, as against the target of 800 acres for the Plan. period. But 
only irrigation potential for stabilising 780 aares was created. During 1960-61, 
the net area irrigated from Vidur Reservoir was 250 acres only. A sum _ of 
Ks, 25.31 lakhs was actually spent on this scheme. 


Power 


In any programme of cconomic development, electrical energy should 
occupy a pride of place in the fick! of production as well as community 
living. In fact production and consumption of electricity is one of the im- 
portant indicators of the economic advancement and prosperity of the people. 
Under the Second Five Year Plan of this State, a very high priority was ac- 
corded to the development of clectricity with a view to bringing the’ benefits 
of electricity to thousands of homes and to embark upon a programme of 
rapid electrification of the villages. Under the plan a sum of Rs. 60.00 lakhs 
was earmarked to electrify 59 villages and increase the power demand by 9,600 KW. 
As the anticipated demand at the end of the Plan was more than the power 
drawn from the Madras State Electricity Board grid, a 66/22 KV sub-station with an 
installed capacity of 10,000 KVA was envisaged during this period. The work was 
executed by Madras State Electricity Board to which Pondicherry administration 
contributed Rs. 13.606 lakhs. The sub-station was commissioned in Sept. 1959, 
83 Villages were electrified with an additional demand of 6,170KW at a_ total 
expenditure of Rs. 54.97 lakhs. The per capita consumption of power rose by 
74 units, i.e. from 21 units in 1955-56 to 95 units in 1960-61. 


There was some difficulty in the supply of line materials in the initial 
stages which was overcome by placing the indents sufficiently in advance and con- 
tacting the Supphes Department and the suppliers. During 1960-61 (last year 
: ba 34 villages were clectrified and the expenditure incurred was Rs. 14.04 
akhs. 
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lil. INDUSTRY AND MINING 


Industry 


Before the ‘de facto’ transfer of this State, the climate for industrial 
development was very unattractive. Pondicherry was a free port and consequently 
there was vigorous customs control from the Indian Union at the State Borders. 
Thus the industries of the State had not only a limited market within the State, 
but also had to compete with foreign goods which were imported without any 
duty, After ‘de facto’ transfer, conditions returned to normal. Pondicherry 
was no longer a free port and the customs restrictions at the State borders were 
lifted. Thus, the markets tn the Indian Union were open to industrialists in 
this State. These, in’ combination with some other factors, have now con- 
tributed to a more encouraging climate for industrialisation and many industrialists 
have come forward to start new industries in the arca. In recent years, efforts 
have been directed towards developing small scale industries. Such development mea- 
sures in addition to ensuring an increase in consumer goods will also provide 
additional employment in the State. The department of industries, arch is a 
newly created department for this State, has been rendering technical and 
Sa assistance to cnterprising industrialists in setting up new industries in the 
State. 


Four small scale industries schemes werc formulated for direct implemen- 
tation by the department, of which the Wooden ‘Toy Factory and Leather | 
Goods Manufacturing Units at Pondicherry, went into production during the 
Plan period employing 30 and 7 workers respectively excluding staff. The other 
two units, the Leather Goods Manufacturing Unit and the Tannery at Yanam 
have not gone into production. An amount of Rs. 9.13 lakhs was spent on 
these schemes. 


The department has been experiencing difficulty in marketing the pro- 
ducts of Government Units. So it is proposed to open a sales emporium for the 
sale of leather goods during the Third Plan. 


In addition to 4 industrial units, a schenic for establishment of an indus- 
trial estate at Pondicherry was included in Plan. Three ‘C’ type factory 
buildings, canteen, administrative block, creche building and first aid centre were 
under construction. The industrial estate would cover an area of 11 acres. 
Another plot of 10 acres would also be available for further expansion during the 
Third Plan period.

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Handloom 


A sum of Rs, 8.03 lakhs was spent from the cess fund for the deve- 
lopment of Handloom Industry. This amount was spent towards rebate on 
sales, supply of improved weaving appliances and organisational expenses. 


There has been considerable industrial development in the private sector. 
A sugar mill with a crushing capacity of 800/1000 tons per day started production 
from September, 1960. One Umbrella ribs manufacturing unit and a re-rolling 
mill have been started. The following units were also started :

It is noteworthy to state that the industries in the private sector have 
provided employment to about 1,000 persons. 


Licenses were issued for a paper mill with a capacity of 25 tons per day, 
for the manufacture of cycle chains and for rolling of non-ferrous metal. 


A few old industries were also revitalised. 
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IV. TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATIONS 


Roads 


Good roads are vital for transport and for improving the industrial and 
agricultural economy. In view of the fact that most of the roads in this State 
were in a very unsatisfactory condition, a sum of Rs. 40.00 lakhs was earmarked 
under the Second Five Year Plan for the development of roads, of which Rs. 38.03 
lakhs have been spent. The length of surfaced roads has increased from 167.98 KM 
to 255.30KM and about 127.18KM of earthen roads have been soled. 


Pier 


The pier at Pondicherry was severely damaged, a portion having been washed 
away by a cyclone in 1952. It was considered more feasible and economical 
to construct a new pier than repairing the damaged pier. Originally, a sum of 
Rs. 29.00 lakhs was allotted for the scheme which was enhanced to Rs. 36.75 
lakhs at the time of re-appraisal of the plan. | However, the actual expenditure 
during the Plan period comes to Rs. 28.20 lakhs only. Progress of works is 
given below :— 


1. Construction of Pier (Main work); 


The work of construction of Pier was commenced with effect from Ist Fe- 
bruary 1957. 


The land acquisition proceedings were finalised only by July 1958 as the 
Government of India Land Acquisition Act is not applicable to this ternitory. 
The progress on the pile casting programme was interrupted due to non-supply 
of steel in required quantities. ‘Though the planning orders for the entire steel 
requirements of this Project were issued by the Iron and Steel Controller, 
Calcutta, as early as in March 1957, to end of July 1958, 46% of the steel 
requirements remained to be supplied. The matter was taken to the notice of 
the Ministry of Transport and Communications, New Delhi. In addition, the 
Resident Engineer personally contacted the Iron and Steel Controller and_ the 
manufacturers for the expeditious supply of steel. By such vigorous efforts, 
the a eer quantities of steel started moving and the supply was completed by 
December 1958. 


During the Second Plan, only 129 piles were driven, out,of 204 piles as 
per original design. The pile driving has progressed to about 800 ft. out of the 
total length of 934 ft. as per revised layout. 
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Due to change in soil conditions met with during execution, the layout of 
the Pier was revised by the Development Adviser to the Government of India, 
Ministry of. Transport and Communications, New Delhi and the construction 
of Pier is making steady progress.

V. SOCIAL SERVICES 


Education 


Primary Education 


Appreciable progress was registered in the field of Primary [ducation. 
112 new primary schools including 7 basic schools and 105 additional classes in 
the existing schools were opened with necessary staff and equipment. As against 
19,115 students in the beginning of Second Five Year Plan in primary classes, there 
were. 30,301 students at the end of Second Five Year Plan. To cope with 
the increased demand for trained teachers, a teachers’ training centre was opened. 
301 teachers received training during the plan period. Basic education received 
special attention with a view to converting non-basic primary schools into basic 
schools. Under the reorientation programme, 150 uon-basic trained teachers 
were given short term courses of training at the Teachers’ Training Centre, Pondi- 
cherry. The provision of midday meals was extended to 145 Government 
schools in addition to 25 centres which existed in 1955-56. Out of 26,000 
children on rolls in Government schools, 22,111 were supplied midday meals 
which works out to 85%. Two quarters for women teachers were completed 
and occupied and 10 others were under construction. 


Facilities for secondary education were provided by the opening of 15 new 
high schools with pucca buildings and equipments. Two of them were developed 
into multipurpose high schools with secretarial and agricultural courses. ‘Two 
separate high schools for girls were also opened at Pondicherry and Mahe. 
ISigh school libraries were also improved by the supply of additional books and 
appointment of librarians. 


University Education: 


The formalities relating to the acquisition of land for the Arts College 
were completed and arrangements were made to start the College from the 
beginning of the Third Five Year Plan in temporary buildings pending the 
construction of new buildings. The existing Government Intermediate College 
at Karaikal was greatly improved by strengthening the laboratory and library. 
Post Matric scholarships were awarded to 425 students of Pondicherry State pro- 
secuting higher studies in the various Universities in India. 


Technical Education: 


The existing school of Arts and Crafts was fully equipped to attain the 
status of a junior technical school and new courses were started. Arrange- 
ments were made for the starting of a Polytechnic in 196] - 62. 


Other Education Schemes : 


Pre-primary education was introduced in the State by opening 26 nursery 
schools duting the Plan period. Hindi classes were conducted for students and 
the public, besides holding special classes for Government employees in all the 
four settlements. An adult education centre for labour classes was opened with 


198 


a library and a reading room attached to it. Two rural libraries were started. 
An audiovisual library was opened with necessary staff and equipments. 
Medical inspection was conducted in respect of 2,200 school children in_ primary 
and secondary schools of the State during 1960-61. Physical education was 
greatly developed. An Inspector of Physical Education was appointed to Jook 
after the progress of physical education. ‘Teachers were sent to undergo training 
in physical education in Madras State. Refresher Courses were conducted 
for the benefit of the existing Physical Training Instructors. A common play 
ground for secondary schools at Pondicherry was acquired and improvements 
effected. Regional ‘and inter-regional sports and games were organised and con- 
ducted instituting suitable awards and _ prizes. 


_.On the whole, it may be recorded that education in the State has registered 
considerable cxpansion and progress during the Second Plan period. 


Medical and Public Health 


Before the start of the Second Five Year Plan, medical and public health 
facilities were not adequate in this State. The hospitals and dispensaries were 
either ill-designed or ill-equipped. High priority was, therefore, given to deve- 
ee in these fields and a number of schemes were drawn up. A provision 
of Rs. 101.50 lakhs was made in the Second Five Year Plan of the State. This 
provision was exclusive of the amount earmarked for starting a medical college 
at Pondicherry in the Central sector. Because the progress of schemes was not 
encouraging, the outlay was reduced to Rs. 66.05 lakhs at the time of age ee 
of the Plan. The total amount spent on the execution of the schemes 
during the plan period is Rs. 43.57 lakhs. The low expenditure was mainly 
due to the fact that the major schemes viz., improvements to the General Hos- 
pitals at Pondicherry and Karaikal. ‘T.B. Hospital, Pondicherry and Health 
Centres could be taken up only by the middle of the plan period. A report 
on the progress of each scheme is given below : 


1. Improvement to the General Hospital, Pondicherry, including Karaikal: 


The scheme provides for (a) the construction of a new block of 126 
beds; (b) the extension to existing buildings and construction of additional 
blocks in the General Hospital, Pondicherry; and (c) the strengthening of nursing 
staff and purchase of additional equipment for the General Hospital, Pandicheay: 
Three-fourth of the building work was completed by the end of March 196]. 
The scheme (b) was sanctioned in the year 1960 and the various works under 
this scheme are in progress. ‘The scheme (c) has not been sanctioned so far. 


The scheme also includes the work of improvements to the General Hos- 
pital, Karaikal. The sanction to the scheme was received in September 1960. 
Detailed estimates were under preparation, 


2. Establishment of T.B. Sanatorium and T.B. Clinic at Pondicherry: 


The scheme for the establishment of T.B. Sanatorium at Pondicherry was 
sanctioned in December 1960. The main building has been completed and the 
entire work was in its final stages by the end of March 1961. Orders for equip- 
ment were placed in September 1960, 
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3. Conversion of existing dispensaries into Health Centres and establishment of 
Health Centres and rural dispensaries : 


The scheme for the establishment of 11 Health Centres was sanctioned 
in two parts, one in September 1957 and the other in February 1959. By the 
end of the year 1960-61, two Health Centres were completed, five Health Centres 
were nearing completion and the work on the remaining four Health Centres was 
in progress. Most of the equipment required for the Health Centres including 
fout ambulance vans have been received. 


The schemes for the construction of buildings for the dispensaries at Mode- 
liarpet, Madukarai, Karayamputur and Pallur, the establishment of a dispensary 
at Nallambal and the construction of a Medical Depot at Karaikovilpathu were 
also sanctioned at a total estimated cost of Rs. 1.11 lakhs, All the works 


or a of the dispensary at Karayamputhur were completed by the end of 
1960-61. 


4. Extension to Maternity Hospital, Pondicherry : 


The scheme consists of two parts viz., (1) construction of a new Mater- 
nity Block sanctioned in October 1956; and (2) Raising a floor on the new block 
sanctioned in December 1959. The first part of the scheme was completed. 
Detailed estimates for raising a floor on the new block were under preparation 
in March 1961. 


5. Nurses Training School : 


The scheme was sanctioned in the year 1958 but could not be imple- 
mented during the years 1958-59 and 1959-60 as it was not possible to secure 
the services of a Nursing Tutor till April 1960. The school was started with 
effect from July 1960. 20 candidates are recruited for training every year. 


6. Leprosy Control Scheme: 


Dr. Chatterjee’s survey revealed that the incidence of leprosy was very 
high in this State. A scheme for construction of a leprosy colony has been 
Sy aria by the Junior Architect of the Directorate General of Health Services 
and is under examination. 


7. B.C.G. Vaccination Scheme: 


One team consisting of a doctor, six technicians, one clerk-cum-typist and 
one driver, was given training in this line of work at Hyderabad. On_ their 
return from Hyderabad, the campaign was started in Pondicherry in January 1959 
and the entire State was covered by the end of February 1961. The campaign 
is to be continued with special attention to a particular age-group (1 to 15 
years ). About 72,000 cases have been tested and out of 36,000 negatives, 32,000 
were vaccinated. 
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8. Filaria Control Scheme: 


The Scheme for controlling the incidence of Filaria in this State was ad- 
ministratively approved by the Government of India in January 1960. The 
Scheme could not be implemented during 1960-61 for want of staff trained 
in Filaria control work. It was, therefore, proposed to recruit local candidates 
with necessary qualifications and send them for training in filaria control work. 


9. Family Planning Centre : 


A Family Planning Centre was started in the General Hospital, Pondicherry, 
from February 1958, 


10. Water Supply and Drainage : 


The Schemes for the construction of threc over-head tanks and 120 wells 
in the Pondicherry State have been completed. 


The following Schemes were also executed during the Second Plan 
period. 
i. Construction of a Maternity Block at Yanam ; 
ii. Treatment of Venereal Diseases at Karaikal ; 
iii, Construction of an Isolation ward at Karaikal ; 
iv. Installation of an ‘X’ Ray apparatus at Mahe. 


In addition to the above schemes, the following schemes were also sanc- 
tioned and were in progress by the end of 1960-61 : 


i. Drainage at Pondicherry ( investigation ) 

ii. Water supply at Yanam ; 

iii. Improvements to the Hospital at Yanam ; 

iv. Quarters for staff of rural dispensaries ; 

v. Improvements to the Maternity Hospital, Mahe. 


The proposals for providing water supply facilities to Mahe and for im- 
proving the water supply system at Pondicherry are being examined. 


Housing 


Housing Scheme is only a part of the larger scheme of rural reconstruction. In 
this State, especially, it is all the more so because any expansion, if at all it is 
to be made, can be made only by clearing the slum areas, A start was made 
in this direction under the Second Vive Year Plan by allocating a sum of 
Rs. 45.00 lakhs for the entire plan period which was subsequently reduced to 
Rs. 14.13 lakhs. The actual expenditure has been Rs. 11.93 lakhs. This head 
includes one major scheme for the construction of a number of houses for 
industrial workers under the subsidised industrial scheme. Payment of loans under 
the Low Income Group Housing Scheme was also subsequently included. A colony. 
of 200 houses for industrial workers was completed. Two co-operative Societies 
a ne have been started which completed construction of 83 houses during 
the plan. 
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Welfare of Backward Classes 


Certain sections of the population are known as backward classes because 
they are socially, cconomically and educationally backward. The responsibility 
for their welfare naturally devolves on the Government. A sum of Rs, 5.85 lakhs 
was provided in the Second Plan for the purpose. To encourage education 
among backward classes, 888 preanatric and 19  post-matric scholarships were 
offered and clothes were distributed to the harijan students. A hostel for accom- 
modating about 30 harijan students was started. ducation among adults was 
also popularised. For the economic uplift of the harijans, 714 families were 
given subsidy for agricultural purposes and 264 families were given subsidy for 
setting up of cottage industries. 134 harijans were given vocational training and 
aid as well. 15 housing colonies with 454 tencments have been completed. 
In addition, 100 families were given housing materials. Tor the removal of un- 
touchability, cxtensive propaganda was done by means of posters and celebrating 
harijan days. 


Labour and Labour Welfare 


The working class is one among the many factors which contribute to the 
economic stability and progress of the country. As such, labour welfare acti- 
vities should be given very high importance. The programme relating to labour 
and labour welfare was initiated in this State under the Second Five Year Plan. 
In this connection, a provision of Rs. 1.30 lakhs was made mainly for maintaining 
two Labour Welfare Centres — one at Gandhinagar and the other at Mudaliar- 
pet of which a sum of Rs. 0.85 lakh was spent during the plan period. At 
Gandhinagar, a Child Welfare Centre, a Sports and Games Centre and a Crafts 
Centre have been started.

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VI. MISCELLANEOUS 


Statistics 


Pondicherry State had no regular statistical organisation prior to the de-facto 
transfer. A Bureau of Statistics was set up during the second year of the Second 
Plan. The Bureau has successfully cvolved a system through which some data 
are directly collected and compiled by the Bureau, and other official data are 
compiled by the concerned departments and sent to the Bureau periodically. 


The main items of work attended to by the Bureau are: 
i. Statistical work relating to planning; 
ii, Administrative intelligence work relating to Community Development ; 
iii, Census of Pondicherry Government Employees ; 
iv. Collection of wholesale and retail prices; 
v. Collection and compilation of official statistics ; 
vi. Collection of vital statistics. 


Besides these, the Bureau had also conducted a sample survey to estimate 
the reliability of Employment Exchange statistics as indicators of prevailing un- 
employment. The publications brought out regularly by this Bureau are monthly 
statistical supplement to the official Gazette giving weekly wholesale and_ tetail 
prices and the annual Abstract of Statistics. Three issues of the 
Abstract of Statistics have already -been brought out. Out of Rs. 2.00 lakhs 
allotted for the Second Plan, only Rs. 1.03 lakhs were spent. 


Publicity 


The Second Five Year Plan of Pondicherry State envisaged an outlay of 
Rs. 4.18 lakhs for publicity out of which an amount of Rs. 1.15 lakhs was 
spent during the plan period. Under this programme three information centres 
were started. Plan publicity dramas were conducted and a few publications were 
brought out. ‘Three radio rural forums were inaugurated and exhibitions were held. 


Local Bodies and Urban Development 


Unlike in other parts of India, the Communes (Municipal Councils) in 
this State have only limited resources and it is very difficult for them to undertake 
works like construction of markets, cart-stands, bus stands etc., on their own. 
It is, therefore, essential to finance the Municipal Councils to undertake these 
works, A provision of Rs. 10.92 lakhs was earmarked for this purpose under the 
Second Five Year Plan, of which Rs. 8.22 lakhs were spent. 
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Social Welfare 


In this State the State Social Welfare Advisory Board was inaugurated in 
January 1955 with the object of ameliorating the conditions of women and 
children, In the beginning two Welfare Extension Projects of 5 centres each 
were started. These Projects were located one each in Pondicherry and Karaikal. 


During the Second Five Year Plan a third project of 5 centres was 
launched to ensure coverage of the entire state of which 3 were located in 
Karaikal and one each in Mahe and Yanam, All the three projects continued 
to render the different basic welfare services; balwadi, craft training, medical aid 
including maternity services, adult education, social education, cultural and re- 
creational programmes, etc. With the adoption of the integrated programme 
during the IJ Plan, the pattern of the projects above underwent radical change. 
Under this programme the Welfare lxtension Project and the Community De- 
velopment Block should be co-terminous in coverage; further the women and 
children welfare programme in the Block area was to be transferred to the Welfare 
Extension Project agency. Consequently whatever funds and personnel were 
provided for women and child welfare in the Block budget were to be placed 
at the disposal of the project. Accordingly grants amounting to 5/23 of the actual 
expenditure on the project subject to a maximum of Rs. 40,000 for five years, and 
services of a Social Education Organiser and two Gram Sevikas were placed at 
the disposal of the Welfare Extension Projects by the respective blocks. Both 
the projects in Pondicherry and Karaikal were converted to the co-ordinated 
pattern, the former in January 1959 and the latter in March 196]. The third 
project, on the other hand, does not exist as such because under the decentra- 
lisation programme of the Central Social Welfare Board, the three centres in 
Karaikal have been absorbed in the co-ordinated project functioning in the. area, 
while the centres in Mahe and Yanam have been handed over to local voluntary 
welfare institutions. The latter were, however, given grants to continue the acti- 
vities of the Centre. Under the grants-in-aid programme, 36 grants to the tune 
of Rs. 1,46,500 were sanctioned by the Central Social Welfare Board to voluntary 
welfare institutions in this state during the I] Plan period so as to enable them 
to expand and improve their welfare services. Under socio-economic programmes, 
two Ambar parishramalayas were started one in Pondicherry ( Kadirgamam ) and 
the other in Karaikal ( Tirunallar) with the object of training rural women on 
Ambar Charka, so that they may with the skill, thus acquired, continue spinning 
ambar yarn and cke out their living. 


: An expenditure to the tune of Rs. 4.00 lakhs was allotted under the 
Second Five Year Plan of Pondicherry State, As against this provision, an amount 
of Rs, 1.54 lakhs was spent during the plan period. 
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APPENDIX A 


System of Administration of Communes 


Municipal Organisation in the former French Establishments in India now 
called State of Pondicherry 


Organisation 


The State of Pondicherry consists of four settlements namely, Pondicherry, 
Karaikal, Mahe and Yanam. It is divided into 16 communes; Pondicherry 
includes 8, Karaikal 6, Mahe 1, and Yanam 1. The names of the various communes 
with their population figures will be found in section 3. 


Each commune is being administered by a Municipal Council which consists 
of a Mayor, one or more assistants and of Municipal Councillors. The number of 
members. of a Municipal Council varies from 12 to 18, according to the size of 
the commune. 


The members of the Municipal Council are elected by universal suffrage 
for a period of 6 years and they are indefinitely re-eligible. They are renewed 
integrally every 6 years. 


For the municipal elections, the communes are divided into sections and the 
Governor/Chief Commissioner decides the number of Municipal Councillors to be 
elected by each section. The electors in each section have to choose between 
contesting lists. 


All the electors aged at least 25 years can be elected to the Municipal 
Council, A few electors such as the Governor/Chief Commissioner, military men, 
judges, contractors of municipal works etc., cannot be elected. The Decree of 1880 
gives the complete list of the electors of this category. 


The Municipal Councils can be suspended or be dissolved by an order of 
the Governor/Chief Commissioner. In the case of suspension, the time cannot 
exceed 6 months and a Municipal Commission is appointed by the Governor/Chief 
Commissioner to discharge the duties of the Council. In the case of dissolution, a 
new Council is elected and in the meantime a Municipal Commission is set up, 
The powers of the Municipal Commission are limited to purely administrative and 
urgent current matters. Its duties expire by right as soon as the Municipal Council 
is reconstituted. 
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The Mayors and the Assistant Mayors are elected by the Municipal Council 
from among the members forming the Council. They are appointed for 6 years. 
In case of absence or prevention of the Mayor, he is replaced by one of the assis- 
tants in the order of appointments of Assistant Mayors. The Mayors and Assistants 
can be suspended from their posts by order issued by the Governor/Chief Commis- 
sioner for a period which cannot exceed 3 months. They can also be dismissed. 


The Municipal Councils meet in ordinary session 4 times a year: in 
February, May, August and November. Each session can last for 10 days. The 
Councils can meet in eatraordinary session every time the interests of the Com- 
mune require it, but only with the authorisation of the Governor/Chief Commis- 
sioner. 


The Municipal Council can deliberate only when the majority of the sitting 
members are present in the meeting. But after three successive meetings, in case 
the quorum is not formed, the Council can deliberate irrespective of the number 
of members present. 


The Mayor presides over the Municipal Council and in his absence, one of 
the Assistants, according to the order. The duties of the Secretary of the Council 
are discharged by a member of the Council appointed for cach session by the 
Council. 


The proceedings of the Municipal Councils are not open to public, The 
minutes of the deliberations are signed by all the members present at the meetings. 
Every taxpayer has the right to demand access to the minutes without moving 
and to take a whole or partial copy of the proceedings of the Municipal Council 
of the commune to which he belongs. 


Every deliberation of Municipal Council which deals with a subject outside 
its jurisdiction is cancelled by right. The Governor in Privy Council/Chief Com- 
missioner declares it null and void. All the deliberations taken by a Municipal 
Council outside its legal meeting are also annulled. 


The Municipal Council or any of its members individually can lodge an 
appeal with the Council of State ( Supreme Court) at Paris against the act of the 
Governor cancelling a deliberation of the Municipal Council. 


Powers of Mayors 


The powers of the Mayors can be divided into two broad categories: those 
powers that he exercises as the representative of the superior administration (State) 
and those he has got as the representative of the commune. 


1, —- Duties as representative of the State 
These duties are of two kinds: administrative duties which he carries out 


under the authority of the superior administration and judicial duties which he 
carries out under the control of the Public Prosecutor. 
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A. — Administrative duties 


The Mayor is entrusted with the works of publication of laws and rules, 
the enforcement of these lawsand rules and of the measures of genera] security. 
He discharges a few special duties relating, for instance, to the works of 
assistance and charity, hygiene and public sanitation etc. 


He issues certificates testifying the truth of a fact regarding the citizens in 
their public or private life, certificates of good character, good conduct, poverty, 
residence ete, 


He acts as a liaison officer between the superior administration -and the 
persons under that administration. 


B. — Judicial duties 


The Mayor acts as registrar. This is a most important function. As registrar 
he keeps the registers of the registry office; registers of births, marriages, deaths 
etc., according to the regulations of the “Code Civil”. He celebrates the civil 
marriage. 


2. — Duties as the representative of the commune 


The Mayor is on the one hand the promoting and executive agent of the 
Municipal Council and on the other hand a magistrate invested with the power 
of self and autonomous decision. 


A, — Agent of the Municipal Council 


He presides over the Municipal Council and casts his vote in case of 
division. He gets ready the matters to be submitted to the approval of the 
Municipal Council, especially the budget. He sanctions the expenditure, administers 
the revenues of the commune and supervises the accounts. 


He signs the contracts, agreements, adjudications of communal works. He 
signs the sale, acquisition and exchange deeds. 


He represents the commune before the justice either as a petitioner or as a 
defender. Generally speaking, he carries out the decisions of the Municipal 
Council. 


B. — Municipal Magistrate 


_ As Municipal Magistrate. the Mayor exercises powers that are mostly 
policing. He is in charge of the administration of the properties of the communes. 


Maintenance and upkeep of municipal buildings, grave yards, cremation 
grounds, parks, roads, etc. He is in charge of the municipal police as far as the 
following matters are concerned: security and freedom of passage on public ways, 
lighting, sanitation, measures to prevent or stop accidents; inspection of the 
wholesomeness of foodstuff, drinks and goods sold to the public. 
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He makes the appointments to all municipal posts. He can suspend the 
permanent staff and dismiss them. He is in charge of the municipal administration, 
but he can delegate a part of his duties to one or more of his assistants. 


Powers of the Municipal Council 
The Municipal Council is the true representative of the commune consi- 
dered as a body corporate or legal entity. It decides the matters by deliberations. 
It expresses views and wishes etc. 


A, — Deliberations of the Municipal Council 


Here distinction must be made between the deliberations which are 
cumpulsorily submitted to the appoval of the superior authority and those that 
are not submitted. 


a) — Deliberations not subjected to approval 


These deliberations should, however, be immediately forwarded by the 
Mayor to the Governor/Chief Commissioner who acknowledges receipt. Such a 
deliberation is put in force within 30 days that follow the date of acknowledg- 
ment, if the Governor/Chief Commissioner does not expressly cancel it either 
ex-officio for breach of either a law or a rule, or upon the representation of any 
party concerned. 


These deliberations relate to the following sabjects: way of administration 
of properties belonging to the commune, conditions of farming or house letting 
lease for a period not exceeding 18 years; acquisition of house upto a certain 
limit; rates of the stall rents, parking duties, concession in the grave, yards etc., 
insurance of buildings belonging to the commune, acceptance or refusal of 
donation or legacy etc. 


b) — Deliberations subjected to approval 


These deliberations are forwarded to the Governor/Chief Commissioner 
by the Mayor. They are put in force only after the approval of the Governor in 
Privy Council/Chicf Commissioner. 


These deliberations relate to the following matters: budget of the commune, 
mode of establishment of taxes, rates and rules of collection of all revenues; 
acquisition, transfer and exchange of properties; conditions of farming or house 
letting leases for a period exceeding 18 years, schemes for construction, demolli- 
tion, big repairs, opening of roads, parks etc., judicial deeds; establishment of 
store markets etc. 


B. — Opinion of the Municipal Council 


The Municipal Council gives its views as and when required by the laws 
and regulations, or by the Governor/Chief Commissioner The matters on which 
the view of the Municipal Council is called for by-the laws and regulations are 
the following: areas relating to the distripution of public grants, plan of align- 
ment of highways, repairs to irrigation canals, acceptance of donations and legacy 
made to the charitable institutions etc. 
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C. —~ Resolutions of the Municipal Council 


The Municipal Council can express wishes on subjects that are of municipal 
interest, It can express ‘wishes neither on question of general interests nor on 
political questions. The Governor/Chief Commissioner is not obliged to deal with 
the resolutions passed by the Municipal Council. It is for him to decide as to the 
action to be taken to carry out the resolutions. He can also abstain from taking 
any action whatsoever, 


Municipal Budget 


Each Commune has its autonomous budget. The budget is drawn up by 
the Mayor, then submitted to the deliberation of the Municipal Council and 
definitely approved by the Governor in Privy Council/Chief Commissioner. 


The receipts of the commune include; revenues of the properties ; conces— 
sions granted by the local budget of the state on certain taxes, stall rents collected 
in the markets, slaughter houses etc., parking duties in public squares and roads, 
toll fees, weighing and measuring dues, refuse tax (for removal of refuse), fees 
charged for the issue of birth, death and marriage certificates. The rates of the 
various duties are fixed by deliberations of the Municipal Council, and become 
enforceable after approval of the Governor in Privy Council/Chief Commissioner, 


The expenditures of the communes are both obligatory and optional. Among 
the obligatory expenditures, the following may be cited: maintenance of the town 
hall, cost of the registers of the registry office, expenses for the collection of 
municipal receipts, pensions to municipal emplcyees, population census, charges 
for the drawing up of the plan of alignments, contributions of the! communes 
towards certain state expenditure (police, medical assistance, maintenance of 
mental patients etc. ), The list of these expenditures is given in the Decree of 1880, 
All the other expenditures constitute the optional expenditure, 


An Order dated 14th August, 1912 regulates the financial system of the 
commune, budget, accounting, control of expenditure etc.

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APPENDIX B 
Judicial System in Pondicherry State 
The various jurisdictions of the Judiciary in this State are as follows: 


I. Justice of Peace 
All cases are brought before the Justices of Peace of Mahe and Yanam. 
These courts are called Justices of Peace with extended powers; they are headed 
by a sole judge. 


At Pondicherry and Karaikal there is one Justice of Peace headed by a 
judge of the Tribunal of First Instance, 


These Justices of Peace are courts instituted for deciding summarily at 
reduced charges cases of minor importance but which are to be disposed of rapidly. 
In civil cases the amount of the claim falling under the jurisdiction of the “ Justice 
of Peace’? with right to appeal is fixed at Rs. 360/—. 


When the Justice of Peace decides in criminal matters, his court is called 
“Tribunal de Simple Police ” ( Police Court). It deals with any breach of regula- 
tions and infringements of the law and the penalty varies from 1 to5 days of 
imprisonment and from 1 to 15 francs of fine. 


I. Tribunals of First Instance 


These tribunals are tribunals of common law. They deal with all cases 
which do not come under the jurisdiction of the Justice of Peace, 


Appeals can be made against these decisions if the amount of the claim in 
civil cases is above Rs. 900/—. 


In criminal cases these jurisdictions deal with all infractions tor which the 
penalty of imprisonment is 6 days to five years and a fine of 16 to 10,000 francs. 


Appeals can always be made against these decisions. 


The hearings are conducted as well by the President as by judges or 
additional judges. 
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Ill. Superior Tribunal of Appeal 


The Superior Tribunal of Appeal decides on appeals preferred against 
judgements given by the civil courts as well as by the criminal courts Hearings 
are conducted by the President who sits along with the two other judges. 


A section of this Tribunal of Appeal which, under the name of “Chambre de 
Mises en Accusation” (Body in charge of framing charges) decides on appeals 
preferred against the orders of the Investigating Magistrates and it has alone got 
the power to send any. accused to stand a trial before the criminal court (Sessions 
courts}. 


There will be a sessions court in each establishment to pass judgement on 
prisoners who may be sent for trial by the “Chambre de Mises en Accusation” 


This court consists of one President, two judges and four assessors drawn 
from amongst the persons entered in a list every year by a special committee. 


The Judges (the President included) and assessors one and all take a vote 
as to the guiltiness of the accused and the vote of the majority prevails over that 
of the Judges who fix only the quantum of the sentences. 


IV. The Prosecuting Magistrate’s Office 


The Prosecuting Magistrate is in charge of the prosecution of criminal 
cases all over the territory of the State of Pondicherry. The Public Prosecutor 
of Mahe and Yanam and the Prosecuting Magistrates of Tribunals of First 
Instance of Pondicherry and Karaikal are under his supervision and direction, 


The Prosecuting Magistrates of Tribunal of First Instance are in charge of 
investigations and prosecutions Of crimes and offences. ‘ They have a control over 
the judicial police They have the initiative of prosecutions and play a very 
important role in the execution of the decrees and judgements which affect public 
order and the State. 


The Prosecuting Magistrates and law officials occupy the bench of prosecu- 
tion in their respective jurisdictions. 
V. The Investigating Magistrate 


In every Tribunal of First Instance and Justice of Peace with extended 
powers there is a department of the Investigating Magistrate. 


The Investigating Magistrate is in charge of the investigation of criminal 
cases which will be judged afterwards by the (Tribunaux correctionnels ou 
criminels) correctionnal or criminal courts. 


The investigation is conducted with secrecy-

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APPENDIX C 


System of Registration of Births and Deaths 
in Pondicherry State 


General 


Pondicherry State is divided into sixteen communes—eight in Pondicherry 
settlement, six in Karaikal settlement and one each in Mahe and Yanam settlements. 
In each commune there is a Mairie or Municipal Office which serves as the office 
for registration of births and deaths etc. In each Mairie there is a section for 
registering births, deaths and marriages. 


The population of Pondicherry State is divided into two categories namely, 
“ Renoncant” and “Sujet”. The former are those who have renounced their 
Indian citizenship and become citizens of France and so they enjoy all the rights 
and privileges of Frenchmen in France, The latter are those who remain Indian 
citizens, The Renoncants are governed by the French Civil Code and the Sujets 
by the Decret dated 24th April, 1880 and further amendments to the same. 


Births 


According to Ch. II, Articles 55—56 of the French Civil Code, all births 
of children belonging to parents who are Renoncant should be registered in the 
respective Mairies within three days of the birth of the child. The report of the 
birth may be made by either the parent, or the medical staff who attended the 
confinement or any close relative of the child or the neighbours. If the birth is 
not reported within three days and the matter is brought to the notice of the 
Mayor, he will inform the Public Prosecutor who will take legal action on the 
parents or the others responsible for reporting the same. After action is taken by 
the Court and the matter is settled, the parents should obtain a declaration from 
the court without which the registration could not be effected in the Mairie. If the 
birth of a Renoncant child took place outside the State of Pondicherry, a certifi- 
cate of birth from the court at Pondicherry would be necessary to register the 
birth in the local Mairie. Three registers of births and deaths are maintained in 
the case of Renongant—one by the Mairie, one by the Court and the third by the 
Ministry of Overseas Territories in France. Entries are made in all these three 
registers. If any birth is suspected to be illegitimate and the reporter-parent claims 
to be married, no proof can be asked by the Mairie for his marriage. It is to be 
taken for granted, 
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As regards Sujet, the time limit for registration is 10 days after birth, if the 
birth takes place within the municipal limits. If the birth takes place outside the 
municipal limits, the registration may be made within a year after the birth, but 
no certificate from the court is necessary. There are only two registers in the case of 
sujet-— one is maintained by the Mairie and the other by the court. The rules go- 
verning the registration of deaths are Articles 77-92 F, Civil Code and Decret 
dated 24th April, 1880. 


Deaths 


All deaths occuring within the limits of Pondicherry State should be certi- 
fied by the doctor in charge of the Bureau of Hygiene or by any government doctor. 
In case of villages where there is no government doctor, the Inspector of Police will 
issue the certificate and he will inform the matter to the Mairie in the jurisdiction 
of which the village, where the death occured, is situated. Without such a certificate 
no death will be registered in the Mairie. In case of unnatural deaths like suicide, 
murder, accident etc., the Public Prosecutor, after the body is examined post-mortem 
by the government surgeon, will issue a certificate. If a Renoncant died in a hospi- 
tal situated in other state territories, the court should issue a declaration without 
which no registration could be effected in the Mairie. According to Articles 79 & 85, 
on no account the cause of death will be entered in the registers. If a Renoncant 
died in the limits of any other Mairie his death will be informed. But no registration 
will be made in the latter. Still births and abortions are entered as ‘births without 
life’ in the register of deaths only. 


No birth or death conld be registered in more than one place, and there is 
no fee for registration. 
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APPENDIX D. 
Taxes in Pondicherry State 


i) Income Tax 
Income tax is due on the Ist January of every year, without distinction of 
status Or nationality, from all persons, associations of persons, commercial or in- 
dustrial companies deriving income from the territory of the State of Pondicherry.

3. The taxable income is computed after making the following deductions - 
from total income: 


a) Similar to earned income allowance in India, the professional expenses 
equal to 10% of the salaries are deducted. 


b) Provident Fund Contribution and payment towards life insurance pre- 
mium to the extent of 8% of the salaries is excluded. 

c) The amount of direct taxes like land tax, house tax; vehicle tax, paid by 
the assessee are also excluded. 


4, The assessment is made on the taxable income thus computed for each 
slab and not on the aggregate taxable income. 


5. For each dependent of the assessee namely wife, children, mother and 
father, a further deduction of 5%, is made in the tax computed on the taxable 
income. 


ii) Land Tax 


Land tax is leviable on all the lands of the State of Pondicherry. The lands 
are broadly divided into three categories according to their nature 1) wet 2) dry 
3) uncultivated or forest lands. These in turn are divided into many classes on 
the basis of their net return which varies according to nature of soil and from 
place to place (that is Pondicherry, Karaikal, Mahe, Yanam). In all the cases the 
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basis of taxation is 12.5% of the net return derived from the lands, The 
following table gives the rates per hectare for the various classes of lands in 
Pondicherry, Karaikal, Mahe and Yanam.

A special temporary increase of 50% is collected on the above rates be- 
cause of the rise in market prices. Over and above the tax detailed above a sur- 
tax is collected for the municipalities, the rate of such tax varying from one 
municipality to the other.

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iii) Profession Tax (Patente) 


; Every individual who does a business, runs an industry, exercises a profes- 
sion, which is not covered by the exception provided for by the rules, is assessable 
to a profession tax. This tax is levied, based on the nature of the profession of 
an individual and not on his professional income. The various taxable professions, 
industries or commerce are classified into 25 classes depending upon the income 
expected to be derive} from them. Each class is sub-divided into 3 categories 
depending upon the geographical location where the business, industry or profession 
is carried on. The first category comprises of Pondicherry town, Karaikal town 
and the rest of the State comprise of the second and third categories, respectively. 
The following table gives the rates levied in each case.

The taxes payable under this classification are of a fixed nature. Besides 
the fixed tax, a proportional tax is collected in the case of certain professions, 
trade or industries. 


The rates given in the preceding table have since been increased by 35%. 
In addition, 20% of the amount collected at the rates given in the table goes to 
the municipality within the jurisdiction of which the business or profession is 
carried on and 5% to the Chamber of Commerce. 


A person paying tax for a class of profession is allowed to carry on any 
other business of the lower class without paying additional tax, provided the 
business is located in the same premises. 


Some of the professions which are exempted from the profession tax are 
given below: 


Paid officers and employees of Government, State or Mairies, professors of 
fine arts, science, arts and primary schoo] teachers, midwives, hawkers selling 
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flowers, brooms, fruits, vegetables, fowls, fish, butter, eggs, jam, and other eatables 
in the streets and markets, retail merchants of betel nuts and leaves, workers paid 
on daily wages and fishermen, 


iv) Turnover Tax 


Turnover tax is collected on business done in the territory of the State of 
Pondicherry by individuals or corporate bodies who habitually or occasionally 
make purchases with a view to reselling or perform acts relating to industrial, 
commercial or artisan activity. 


2 The following are exempted from tax: 


a) The sale of tobacco, narcotic products, indigenous spirit, toddy, explosive 
substances and kerosene oil. 


b) The sale of groundnut oil intended for export. 


c) Supplies of foodstuffs or the following articles : bread, rice, millets. food- 
grains and oilseeds, groundnuts, tubers, fresh fruits, fresh meat, eggs, fowls, games. 
Fish, shell-fish and crustacea whether these products are fresh, dried, salted or 
smokecured; fresh milk and fresh milk products, 


d) The following goods when they are sold for local consumption: Fresh 
vegetables, spices, sugar, salt, all kinds of manures, coconuts, flour, oilsand fresh 
or preserved fats of vegetable or animal origin, eatable in the state as they exist 
at the time of sale. 


e) Meals served by hotels not entitled to dealin wine or alcohol. 


f) Hawkers who sell products not included in the above paragraphs, crafts- 
men working with a single companion or asingle apprentice, retail merchants of 
betel leaves, barbers, bookbinders having shops, owners of laundries and generally 
the licensed-dealers belonging to the 23rd, 24th and 25th class of the table of 
licensed-dealers. 


g) The sale of products monopolized by the state government as well as 
the sale of stamp papers, stamps sold on behalf of the territory and the postal 
services. 


h) The sales or issues made by the Administrative or Municipal Department 
or organisations sales or supplies made by the concessionary operators of public 
services according to the tariff approved by the Administration, 


i) Insurance policies. 


j) Receipts collected at the entrance of sports grounds by amateur clubs not 
realizing any profit. 


k) Income derived from the composition, printing and sale of journals and 
periodicals. 


1) Public establishments, industrial or commercial concerns, belonging to the 
state concessionary or aided undertakings. 
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m) Internal transactions of soil products intended for export or for being 
processed by the industries. 


n) Gold and silver in moulds, masses or ingots, bars, powder, coins. 
0) Diamonds. 


p) Operations subject to the domiciliation tax. 
q) Textile mills. 


rt) Goods of Indian origin consumed in this State. 


s) Goods exported from Pondicherry State by sea route and sent outside 
India. 


3 Basis of tax 

The assessment of tax is made on payments which constitute the price of 
sales, supplies or services, all expenses and taxes included. For exports by 
maritime way the taxable value is the price f.o.b. For exports by any other way, 
the taxable value is determined by the market value at the point of exit, all 
expenses and taxes inclusive. 


The deliveries of merchandise made by Organisations of co-operatives jointly 

purchased for members and by the head offices to their branches or sales stores or 

_yice versa, are taxed on the marketable value of supplies and deliveries determined 
on the basis of the current price in the locality. 


4. Rate of tax 


Rate as per the latest legislation is 1 1/2 per cent on the total sale price. 
Double tax at the rate of 3% is applicable: 


a) to merchandise imported by businessmen, industrialists, comprising of 
tools, material and in general, all objects intended to be utilised for the needs of 
their commerce or of their industry which do not give rise to resale in the same 
state, 


b) to merchandise imported, consumed or utilised for their own needs by 
private individuals. 


c) to merchandise imported, sold out directly to consumers by the importing 
firms. 
Products free from the turnover tax are exempted from the double tax, 


v) Radio License Fee 


All persons who own broadcast receiver sets should take a license from the 
Revenue Department within twenty days of coming into possession of the same. 
The tax is to be paid even if the set is operated for one day. 


The rates of the tax are as follows: 


For all kinds of sets, whether crystal or operated by valves 
If the set is kept in a house Rs. 10/- per year 
If the set is kept in public places Rs. 20/- per year 
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vi) Vehicle Tax 


Tax is levied on vehicles and riding or draught horses in all the four set- 
tlements of Pondicherry State at the following rates:

1) ‘Additional tax’ at the rate of 20 per cent of the principal tax is also 
charged for all the vehicles, which goes to the municipalities (Mairies). 


2) Circulation tax’ at the rate of Rs. 4/- per seat per quarter for bus and at 
the rate of Rs. 120/- per quarter for lorry is also levied in addition to the above taxes. 


vii) House Tax 


The rental value of all the buildings is assessed by a committee formed 
once in three years. This committee gives exemptions in deserving cases, The fol- 
lowing table gives the total number of houses, number of houses exempted from 
paying the tax the amount of tax, collected and the rate and basis of taxation in 
different communes in Pondicherry State.

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viii) Tax on Fire Arms 


All persons who are authorised legally to possess fire arms are liable to pay 
a tax at the following rates every year: 


For a pistol or a revolver Rs. 4j- 
For a single-bore gun Rs, 2/- 
For all guns with more than one shot Rs. 4/- 


ix) Tax on Liquor Consumption 


a) Consumption duty on liguors 


Consumption duty on liquors, based on pure alcohol contained in various 
drinks is levied at the following rates; 


Every 100 litres of pure alcohol contained in Whisky, Brandy, 


Rum and Gin Rs. 675/- 
Every 100 litres of Wine (in barrels) Rs. 4/. 
Every 100 litres of Wine (in cases) Rs. 6]- 
Every 100 litres of Beer (in barrels and cases) Rs. 8/- 


The above duty is payable by the importers. The duty is assessed on the 
basis of liquor imported and not on the quantity sold. 


b) License fees for running liquor shops 


The license fee payable by owners of wholesale and retail shops selling 
liquors in this State is as follows: 


Wholesale shops: All shops selling not less than 12 bottles. 


Pondicherry settlement Rs. 1,500/- per year 
Karaikal settlement Rs. 720/- per year 
Mahe settlement Rs, 720/- per year 


Yanam settlement Rs. 720/- per year 
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Retail shops 
I Class Shops situated in Pondicherry town Rs. 810'- per year 
[I Class Shops situated in Karaikal town Rs, 630/- per year 


III Class Shops situated on the outskirts of the above 
cited towns, in all other rural communes and 
in Mahe and Yanam Rs, 180 '- per year 


IV Class Shops situated in Pondicherry, Karaikal, Mahe 
and Yanam selling only ordinary red and white 
wine or beer Rs. 120/. peg year 


Special retail shops opened for public festivities 
in Pondicherry, Karaikal Mahe and Yanam Rs, 30;- per day 


Besides the above fees for obtaining and renewal of the licence, the whole- 
sale and retail dealers have to pay turnover tax and profession tax. 


c) Manufacturing license 


Companies manufacturing liquors have to pay fees at the following rates 
every year for obtaining and renewal of license.
